Two of the 
highlights of the eight-concert series are the two time Grammy award winners The Blind Boys of Alabama 
performing on August 22, and one of Spain’s most celebrated flamenco dancers El Grilo, who will open the season 
on June 6.

“The past two years have resulted in sellout and near sellout concerts,” says Massoud Saidpour, CMA’s 
artistic director of performing arts and film, “Showing our commitment to artistic excellence, we are offering a 
season that is specially noted for its exhilarating mix of cultures and performing artists. Five of our concerts are 
Ohio debuts.” 

Other highlights of this year’s Carnevale series will be two critically acclaimed female vocalists. Grammy 
and Tony Award winner Dee Dee Bridgewater will be singing the Kurt Weill songbook on June 27, and the 
extraordinary Portuguese chanteuse, Mariza, performing/ado, the passion songs of Portugal, on July 25. 

The series’ two breathtaking dance performances include Tango Night with Ensemble Avantango on 
August 29 and an evening of Danse Orientale, known in this country as “belly dance,” by the 15-member Anahid 
Sofian Dance Ensemble on June 13. The New York Times describes the ensemble as “Spectacular and striking.” 

The series also features two superb musical ensembles, Cuba’s legendary Sierra Maestra on July 11, and 
Solas, “The best Irish traditional band in the world” {Boston Herald) on August 1. Sierra Maestra, founded by Juan 
de Marco, the musical mastermind behind the Buena Vista Social Club, is regarded as the finest Cuban son 
ensemble, a popular Cuban musical form.
